DISCOUNTS ON AUTO 
LICENSES NOW IN EFFECT 


Motorists ptrchasing their auto 
licenses now will benefit to the extent 
of 20 per cent of the annual fee, it 
was announced last week by the pro- 
vincial government, which stated that 
the reduction would go into effect on 
April 1st. 

The discount will be operative only 
on condition that the motorists have 
not used their cars in 1936 prior to 
April 1. 

The discount ranges from $2 for 
cars with wheelbases not exceeding 
100 inches, to $7 for cars with wheel- 
base of more than 135 inches. Prices 
effective on and after April 1 are: 
|100 inches, $8; 105 inches, $10; 110 
| inches, $12; 115 inches, $16; 120 in- 
| ches, $20; 125 inches, $22; 130 inches, 
| $24; 185 inches, $26; over 185 inches, 
$28. 

The discount will also become ef- 
fective for cars made more than 
eight years previous to January 1, 
1936, the wheelbase of which do not 
exceed 120 inches. Fees for these ma- 
chines will be 100 inches, $7; 105 in- 
ches, $9; 110 inches, $11; 115 inches, 
$13; 120 inches, $15.

The Wheat Situation 


Canada looks towards spring months 
and the opening of navigation on the 
Great Lakes hoping that there will be 
a revival in the international wheat 
trade and that Canadian supplies will 
pour overseas in heavy volume. As 
may be seen by statistics given, world 
trade has been little above 1934-35, 
which was considered an abnormally 
poor year, Even the absence of Ar- 
gentina, the keenest competitor on 
the export market, and a forcing po- 
licy of Canadian sales, has resulted 
in an increase of only some 30 million 
bushels of export over the previous 
year. 

However, the immediate prospects 
are brighter, for it would appear that 
Canada is the only source of large 
supplies of wheat now that Australia 
has marketed most of her surplus un- 
til 1936 harvests are finished. This 
should mean that the bulk of interna- 
tional trade will be between Canada 
and the importing countries until next 
fall, 

Deliveries of wheat from the 1935 
crop have reached 190 million bushels 


WINTER RETURNS WITH 
SNOW: ZERO WEATHER 


With a cold north wind and driving 
snow winter returned to the district 
last week and zero weather has been 
prevalent. 

On Monday the highways were 
blocked by drifting snow in almost 
all parts of the province, and the bus 
between Drumheller and Calgary was 
not able to make the trip on Monday, 
although the snow plow got through 
Monday night and the service was re- 
resumed on Tuesday morning. 

After coming in like a lion, March 
has been a peculiar, yet usual, month. 
After three weeks of fine weather, 
which saw almost all of the winter’s 
heavy snow disappear, the tempera- 
ture suddenly dropped, the snow re- 
turned to cover the surface and block 
the roads, and winter once more held 
sway over the land. 

The spring work on land will be 
late again this year, although a late 
spring usually brings good crops, so 
the farmers, while anxious, are not 
worrying over the fact that they can- 
not get an early start. 

Although not being able to get to 
work on the land, the farmers are by 
no means idle, and most of them 
now have their harness repaired, the 
grain cleaned and machinery in shape 
to begin spring operations. Machine 
dealers are getting busy and all signs 
point to considerable activity when the 
weather finally breaks.

Three young French scientists,

Not A New Term 


Word “Radio” Was Used As Far 
Back As 1896 
Radio, the combining form of 


radios from a Latin word meaning, 
among other things, a ray, came to 
be used by itself in a curious way. 
At a convention drawn up in Berlin 
in 1906, ‘radio’ was adopted as the 
distinguishing mark of wireless tele- 
grams, and was so adopted by the 
United States Congress in 1912. 
Then when wireless telephony came 


along, ‘radio’ was used for that, 
too, and its earlier meaning was 
eclipsed. A radiogram, however, 


was originally an X-ray photograph 
or radiograph, and this term was so 


applied as far back as 1896. -Tor- 
onto Star.

Necessity Is Shown For 
Improving Quality of Barley 


Grown In 


Further stress was laid at the 
National Barley Committee's meet- 
ing in Toronto recently on the nec- 
essity of improving the condition of 
western Canada barley before it 
could achieve popularity in the cast. | 
Tests made on the prairies showed 
farmers knew little of what varieties 
they were producing, it was reported. 

W. E. Blakeman, district seed in- 
spector for the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture, at Winnipeg, 
said samples of seeds taken from 
seed drills of farmers disclosed that 
more than 50 per cent. of the sam- 
ples were barley in the rejected 
grades. 

In his report as chairman of the 
sub-committee on marketing, T. G. 
Major, of the department of trade 
and commerce, said the principal) 
outlets were for malting and feed 
barley, though complaints had arisen 
regarding the presence of wild oats 
and other weed seeds. 

Prof. R. G. Knox, of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, said 
if growers in the west wanted a 
better eastern market for barley, 
they would have to send out a pro- 
duct free of weed seeds. The great 
prevalence of weed seeds in western 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
sale to Ontario hog-raisers as feed. 

Prof. Knox said he was not aware 
of any cereal grain that would give 
quality of finish in a hog, better 
color of fat and firmness of finish, 
so well as barley. In Denmark, | 
Great Britain, South Africa, and| 
other hog-raising countries, barley 
was regarded as the best of all 
grains for hogs. 

An average of 73 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s total barley production in the| 
last five years was fed to livestock 
on Canadian farms, said a_ report) 
submitted by W. R. White, chief of 
the feed division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture’s seed | 
branch. Corn, the report said, was 
barley’s chief competitor. 

What was required particularly 
for barley, was more _ educational 
effort concerning its merits as feed 
and better salesmanship in its be-| 
half. The weak content in western| 
barley was a serious handicap to its) 
ready sale, Mr. White said.

Farm horses, which reached a low 
market value during the depression 
years, are coming back in the pic- 
ture to-day and commanding high} 
prices with United States and On- 
tario buyers keen bidders at rural} 
sales, 

Some United States buyers have| 
paid as high as $600 for heavy work | 


teams, and prices, generally, are) 
ranging around $350 a team. | 
At the Lacombe, Alberta, sales 


808 horses brought $25,810, an aver- 
age of $83, making a new high since 
1928. Last year the Lacombe aver- 
age was $68. The highest price was 
paid by A. Picov, of Audley, Ont., 
whose agent purchased a team for 
$387. Stewart brothers, of Mont-) 
real, paid $340 for a team. 

Evidence of the demand for horses 
was provided in an auction sale at 
Galt, Ont., of 34 western farm ani- 
mals of good quality that netted over 
$4,800, with a top price of $435 for aj 
pair of geldings. Buyers came from 
all over the district, with many ani- 
mals going to the Niagara penin- 
Bula.

Two unusual Englishmen were 
mentioned in the news of Old Coun- 
try papers recently. They were 
Charles Cruft and Charles Brown. 
Probably the names don't mean any- 
thing to you but they may interest 
you. 

Charles Cruft is Cruft of Cruft’s 
Dog Show. Mr. Cruft begun pro- 
moting dog shows more than 50 
years ago and from a very small be- 
ginning Cruft’s has grown to be the 
biggest dog show in the world. The 
elite of British dogdom is entered at 
Cruft’s and if there are any new 
breeds of dogs developed—which 
quite frequently happens in some 
part of the world—they are first 
publicly seen at Cruft’s. This 
month's show had over 10,000 en- 
tries. 

The queer thing about Charles 
Cruft is that he hasn’t a dog of his 
own. 

Charles Brown is the carver at 
Simpson's restaurant in the Strand, 
London, That's the place where “the 
roast beef of Old England” is tasted 
at its best. Mr. Brown does the 
carving in the main dining room. A 
man may appear before you trund- 
ling almost half an ox on a wagon, 
you choose the piece you want and 
have it sliced off. If you want two 
or three more helpings there is no 
extra charge. But Mr. Brown cuts 
such generous portions that cus- 
tomers seldom ask for another, but 
he does say that in the good old 
days the trenchermen would ask for 
four or five “follows.” His record 
carve in one day is 544 plates. There 
is an art In decorating a plate, says 
he. There should be one big slice 
in the centre and the smaller slices 
and trimmings built around it. 

And here’s the queer thing about 
Charles Brown. He doesn't do the 
carving at home. It was his 78th 
birthday recently, and as a special) 
favor his wife let him carve for the 
part.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Arkansas Farmer Gets Along On 
Live-At-Home Program 

Lee Horton, 53, has been farming 
on sixty acres of land in Searcy 
County for the last forty years, and 
he has never bought a sock. 

But Horton does not go sockless. 
He keeps a flock of sheep, clips the 
wool, and wears homespun socks the 
year round. 

Pursuing his 


live-at-home pro- 


gram to the limit, Horton says he al- | 


ways manages to have a patch of 
wheat, a field of corn, some sorg- 
hum, keeps several hives of bees, a 
few hogs, and has never bought 
during those forty years, in addition 
to socks, any meal, sorghum molas- 
ses, bacon or tobacco. 

A tobacco user all his life, Horton 
raises his own, and has 2,000 twists 
of homespun put away and enough 
weed on hand for an extra thou- 
sand twists when needed. 

Horton declares he _ started his 
live-at-home program early in life, 
not as a matter of necessity, but for 
convenience. He recalls that his 
family of five children always have 
had plenty of everything. 

‘I am sorry that my forty-year 
record is not perfect,’ Horton says. 
“My record was spoiled during the 
drought a few years ago,” he ex- 
plains, ‘I didn't do so well with my 
hogs and had to buy a bucket of 
lard to tide us over that year,”

Don't put off taking these pictures 
any longer for making them is not) 
at all difficult; in fact you will en- 
joy it.

If you take your interior pictures | 
in the daytime the chances are that 
you will have to take a time ex-! 
posure unless your camera is} 
equipped with a very fast lens, say} 
f.3.5 or faster. If a time exposure ab} 
necessary you will have to use a tri-| 
pod or else place the camera on some | 
solid support such as a table. Even, 
with an f.3.5. lens you should have | 
some substantial support for your | 
camera for you will probably find it} 
necessary to take your shot at 15th 
or 1/10th of a second, and at speeds, 
slower than 1!25th of a second it is; 
extremely difficult to hold the camera j 
steady. Any movement of the cam-)

New Cancer Treatment 


Lowly Maggot Said To Be Used By 


Los Angeles Physicians 
A new therapeutic use for 
lowly maggot 


wound 


as surgeon in a skin 
was disclosed in the archives 
of dermatology by three Los Angeles 
physicians. 

They were credited with saving 
the life of a California surgeon, a 
victim of cancer, in a report made 
by Drs. G. Mosser Taylor, Nelson 
Paul and Samuel Ayres. 

Although use of maggots to re- 
move bone abscesses has long been 
established, the three physicians 
called theirs the first instance where 
they were applied to a skin case. 

Orthodox surgery, dressings, and 
violet rays had proved unavailing 
for their patient, a former medical 
missionary, they related. But the 
treatment by maggots removed the 
diseased tissue and the wound healed. 

They described the course as ex- 
tremely painful to the patient, re- 
quiring frequent periods of rest. 
The larvae were applied to the ulcer 


in a cage of sponge rubber and wire, 


cemented to a steel “window” held 
around it by a plaster of Paris cast.

| Bronze Medals For Competition In 
Saskatchewan Schools 


The Hon. J. W. Estey, Minister of 

Education for Saskatchewan, an- 
nounces that His Excellency, Lord 
| Tweedsmuir, Governor - General of 
Canada, has graciously signified his 
intention of following the practice 
set by his predecessors of donating 
each year @ number of bronze 
medals for competition in the schools 
of Saskatchewan, 

The recommendation of the mini- 
ster respecting the distribution of 
the medals for the year ending June 
30, 1936, has ben approved by His 
Excellency and is as follows: 

(a) Two medals to be awarded in 
each of the cities of Regina, Saska- 
toon and Moose Jaw, one to the boy 
and one to the girl from the col- 
legiate institutes or technical schools 
therein, obtaining the highest stand- 
ing at the complete grade twelve de- 
partmental examinations; 

(b) Two medals to be awarded, 
one to the boy and one to the girl 
obtaining the highest standing of all 
the candidates at the complete grade 
twelve departmental examination 
from the collegiate institutes in the 
other cities of the province; 

(c) One medal to be awarded to 
each of the four highest ranking 
boys and each of the four highest 
ranking girls at the complete grade 
twelve departmental examination 
from town schools;

Yields Huge Profit 


British Broadcasting Company Has 
Surplus After Expenses Paid 

Of every $2.50 paid by listeners 
in Britain for radio licenses only 
$1.30 is spent on the broadcasting 
service, The rest goes to the treas- 
ury, the post-office—and the income 
tax collector. 

This fact is revealed in the 
B.B.C.'s report for 1935, just issued. 
It contains, for the first time, com- 
prehensive details of its vast ex- 
penditure. 

Of the $18,400,000 received in 
license fees the post-office and treas- 
ury took $8,205,000. B.B.C. publica- 
tions showed a surprising rise in 
profits of $2,107,880. 

This may seem an enormous sum 


| just for putting music and talks on 


the air, but Sir John Reith and the 
governors found themselves at the 


end of the year with a_ balance of 
only $154,585 to carry forward.

May Transpose Muscles 


Successful Results To Correct Cross- 
Eyes Are Reported 
Scientists surveyed the results of 
more than a year of experimenta- 
tion and held forth definite hope 
that surgeons some day may be able 
to transpose muscles of the human 
eye and correct permanently such 
disorders as cross-eyes, eye paralysis 

and other optical ailments. 

Success of laboratory experiments 
along these lines was announced by 
Dr. J. M. D. Olmstead, professor of 
physiology at University of Cali- 
fornia. 

Dr. Olmstead told how, in his ex- 
periments, strong eye muscles of 
dogs and cats were transposed to 
assume the functions of weakened 
muscles whose failure to function 
properly caused a variety of eye dis- 
orders.

Ottawa.—Belief Canada was the) 
richest mineral area on earth which! 
“our grandchildren’s grandchildren | 
will not exhaust,” was expressed | 
here by Lord Tweedsmuir, governor- | 
general, to the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy. 

Speaking at a dinner closing the) 
three-day meeting of the institute,| 
Lord Tweedsmuir said mining was) 
no longer a gamble except in its| 
first stage. It speedily becomes a) 
highly organized business and an| 
exact science. Up-to-date business | 
methods and every new development 
in chemical and mechanical science 
were being used. 

One feature about Canadian min-| 
ing pleased him. “In most mining 
areas—certainly in South Africa-— 
the prospector, the man who did the 
pioneering work, did not reap the) 
fruits of his labor. That was left to, 
the capitalist who came after him,}| 
who never stirred from his office} 
chair. But here, not only has the 
prospector often made the big money, | 
but he has stuck to it.” 

Mining problems were not new to} 
him, the governor-general said. In 
South Africa after the war he was 
compelled to acquire at least a smat-! 
tering of the question when the fu- 
ture of the gold industry of the! 
Rand was under consideration. 

In the few months he had been 
in Canada, he said, he had seen gold 
and copper mines in northern On-| 
tario and asbestos mines of Thet- 
ford, Que. He hoped to see a great | 
deal more.

Has Become A Necessity 


Without Elevator Service 
There is an old saying that “you 


runs dry." A large section of the 
population of New York, accustom- | 
ed to being whisked up and down 
their apartment, office and hotel, 
buildings, realized during the recent 
strike how much the elevator meins| 
them. Buildings are growing 
taller, and it is no cheery prospect 
to walk up ten to twenty flights of 
stairs probably several times a day. 

The elevator started its conquest 
of New York about 80 years ago, 
when Elisha James Otis stood on a 
wooden platform, had himself hoist- 
ed some 25 feet by a panting steam 
engine and, before an awestruck 
throng at the Crystal Palace [Ex- 
position, slashed the rope from which 
the elevator was suspended. The 
contraption did not fall; Mr. Otis's 
safety device gave the invention all 
the impetus it needed for widespread 
adoption. 

The first elevators were hydraulic, 
and there are still several thou- 
sands of them in New York, then 
mechanism going as far down into 
the well as they go into the air.

Women Police In Poland 


Are Specially Trained And Must 
Serve Four Years 

Poland's blue-uniformed _ police- 
mamas are making a big hit with 
children; so much so that many a 
youngster yells “Police!” instead of 
‘Mama!’ when he needs a friend. 

Typical was the case of the little 
boy whose red balloon escaped on! 
the boulevard. His screams brought 
a young policewoman who saw the 


balloon caught in a tree and prompt- | 
ly climbed up after it. 

The women's police force was} 
organized in 1925 to help the gov- 
ernment's fight against white slav- | 
ery and the traffic in dangerous 
drugs, 

Chief of the organization is Miss 
Stanislas Paleologue, who was an 
officer of the Polish army in the 
war with Soviet Russia. Under her 
leadership the women police see 
their greatest responsibility and op- 
portunity in the field of social wel-! 
fare. They have established homes’ 
for wayward girls and now superin- 
tend centres for the care of home- 
less children. 

The policewomen are recruited 
from among healthy, unmarried ap-| 
plicants between the ages of 21 and 
30. They must undergo six months 
of special training, and must sign 
for four years’ service. During these 
four years they are bound to celi- 
bacy and should they continue to 
serve after the four years have 
elapsed they must wait an additional 
three years before marriage. The 
girl who signs up at 21 and takes 
her profession seriously must wait 
until she is 28 before she can marry. 

Inasmuch as most of the women 
police look so attractive in their 
navy blue uniforms that they turn 
many a young man’s head, this 
seven-year wait has its disadvant-| 
ages. It is already said to have 
complicated several romances heart-| 
breakingly. On the other hand, hesi- 
tant swains propose more promptly 
when the “one and only" girls hint 
they may join the police.

But Plan To Color Them Might Add 
To Scientific Knowledge 

How far a mosquito can fly and 
retain effectiveness is a question on 
which there is not much dependable 
information. Science knows, in a 
general way, that the salt-water 
variety is stronger on the wing than 


j insects bred inland, but accurate de- 


tails are extremely incomplete. The 


| problem is complicated by the fond- 


ness of the mosquito for stealing 
rides. It is a frequent stowaway on 
steamships, trains, motorcars and 
even planes, and thus extends its 
zone of operations indefinitely. It 
revels in heat and is proof against 
the cold of Siberia, having recently 
been found guilty of distributing a 
form of tropical fever in the per- 
petual cold of the Far North. 

Its problem of supply is simple. 
If no human beings or other ani- 
mals are available, it becomes a 
vegetarian and subsists on the juices 
of plants until better times.
